FARM ADVISER AIDS GROWERS

Principles of Tillage to Increase Yields Explained
by 8. P. Farm Adviser.

The same principles of tillage,
in preparation of land for crops and
gubzequent cultivation, which have
proven so successful in raising
grain crops on Western semi-arid

* lands without {rrigation, are prov-
ing successful for crops raised un-
deor irrigation and for orchards and
vineyards, according to Hardy W.
Campbell, Farm jAdviser for the
Southern Pacifle mpany. Camp-
bell has inspected this season &
number of new orchards and vine-
yarde in Californla, Oregon, Ne-
vada, Arizona, and New Mexico.

Campbell 1a the man who evolved
what 1g now called tke “Campbell
System of Dry Farming"” Camp-
bell, however, objects to the word
“dry” and insists that (he princi-
ples used in his present plan apply
to all kinds of farming, with or
without 1. -lgation, as well as under
a much lower rainfall than even
now 18 commonly conceded neces-
gary for successful crops. Camp-
bell emphasizes the Importance of
proper preparation of the seed-bed
and sufticlent Intelligent cultivation
afterwards.

Campbell arranged to address the
Nebrasks Bankers Assoclation at
Omaha, September 22 on the sub-
ject of “Soll Fertility by Utility
of Soll Water,"” and to discuss the
same subject before the Minnesota
Bankers' Assoclation at Minneapo-
lis. On his return from these con-
ventlons he will stop at Yums,
Arizona, to Investigate conditions
there,

Interesting evidence of the direct
effect of properly prepared lands
was recently recelved by Campbell
from a Metropolls, Nevada, graio-
fleld prepared under his direction,
in the form of three stools of wheat,
One stool had 81 stalks, one 108 and
one 120, each the result of one grain
of wheat drilled in wall r:;lplred
soll that was liberally supplied with
fertility through well planned snd
timely work, This crop was raised
without Irrigation, but was pre-
pared for by summer tillage in 182)
and grown this year.

More evidence of what cultiva-
tion of a growing crop means was
sont to Campbell by A, B, Shield
of Delano, Kern County, California,
in four heads of wheat from @
stool grown on Shield’s ranch, This
stool had ample space and was
oultivated while growing, no fertil-
igers or Irrigation being used. The
stool contained forty-four heads
averaging 78 grains each or slightly
over 3400 grains from one stool
Such results, says Campbell, sim-

mean that under certain phys-
conditions brought about by

the right kind of tillage st the
mm time, vary much more grain,
it or vegetables may ba grown
per acre than Is commonly ob-
tained. The usual query is “Does it

Campbell saw here in connection
with his general observations
shows that the real advantage of
careful preparation of the soil be-
fore setting s sometimes, but not

“It I8 very important to Arst

prepare the surface by leveling,”
says Campbell. “Then arrange for
irrigating In such & mauner that
water may not only be evenly ap-
plied over the whole surface but
in as short & time as possible. In
other words establish an even sur
face with regsonably short laterals,
Too much water in the soll beneath
Bome trees or too little for others is
detrimental, usually, Again, the low-
or places, especinlly in heavy solls,
gather more water, kecping the
surface wet longer and frequently
delaying timely cultivation, and not
Infrequently causing the higher
spots to lose much of its already
short supply. When the trees or
vines reach the bearing perlod, the
profit s increased or decreased In
both gquantity and gquality of the
crop. Boih of these results are
governed by the amount ol fortil
ity resulting from soll condition In
which the per cent of moisture and
air carried therein, aspecially dur-
ing the wairmer weather, is a big
factor. The ability tc supply this
deslred molsture In proper guanti-
ties the entire season through each
vear, fa the first consldc atlon.

"“The next question Is the perfect
root bed. ‘This should be supplied
liberally with avallable plant fond
evenly distributed, so that when
the trees or vines are set, there s
& condition so faverahle that not
only the weaker sets may qulckly
take root and grow vigorously, in-
stead of witherlng and dylng, but
& healthy, uniform growth may be
obtained the first year, which
means much to the early and an.
nual frultage of the trees or vines.

“To goh',ve this result, after lev-
eling, the field should be cultiveted
practically an entire season before
selting to treea or vines, with only
sufficient Irrigation to aasist In
ostablishing the {deal root had
which should be both fine and falr-
Iy firm from the very start. The
object Is to continually carry the
proper quantity of both air and
water through the heated part of
the season. Under this condition,
with the high percentage of molst-
- =g held at the top of the firm =oll,
through careful und timely cultiva
tion, there will be a liberal dovelop.
ment and wth of that most de
sirable soll bacteria. This proce-
dura Increases the much needed
plant food more evenly in all parts
of the fAeld, before setting, than
can possibly be developed after
setting. This gives an advantage
not otherwise obtainable,

“Much can be sald of irrigation
and cultivation after setting, but
to be brief, care should be taken
not o overdrrigate, for to obtain
the best rgsults, the soll in and
about the root zone must be molst
but not wel. When the soll Is sat-
urated there Is practically no
healthy growth. As rule cultiva-
tion ls not only Insuficlently fre-
quent but too often ls so untimely

and u'wbootlltth

*There nre certaln conditions of
molsture in the sofl following irri-
gution, the same as following a

rain, when the high value of cult)
valion to the foal crop s very
much grpater. Thess conditiona

must be cvonsidered. Nothing can
prove this more convincingly than
the soll auger.

“It is very desirable, so far as
possible, to not only carry the high
percentage of moisture at the top of
the firm s0il, lnmediately below
the muleh, but also to induce [res
access of air throsghout the entire
growing season. The ldeal condl-
tlon to furnish this .lr is to cover
the firm sofl with n granular muleh,
neither too fine nor too coarse, To
obtaln this jdeal muleh, the eulti-
viitlon must be Jdone when the soll
is moist—not wet or dry. The
loosened soll soon  dries, leaving
the firm soll moist to the top. This
is usually easy to obtain In sandy
solls, but to do thia properly in
honvy soils it {s sometimes neces-
gary to go over the fleld a socond
time, after first going over Jjust
enough to loos.n the top when the
surface Is simply dry enough not
to stiek. This prevents the crost-
ing or drying out, Then the second
operation should come ons to four
days later, after the free water has
gona down, leaving the soll moist,
when it more readily separates,
nnd makes o finer and much more
effective mulch. This procedure
means miuch to the tree, afs a
higher precentnge of molsture Is
held in the root zone and a crust-
fng and cloddy muleh Is prevented.

“The high value of this plan of
preparation and one season’s cu
vation before the setting of the
trees or vines, fs borne out hy the
In'grosting results obtained from
careful summer tilling for wheat,
oats nnd barley, and the praclse-
ness of time in dolng this work s
Just ns vital. There are numerouns
records of large yields of wheat as
high as 40 to 60 bushels per necre,
grown on correctly summer tilled
land, where nearby flelds, prepared
and sowed under the more com.
mon plan of ‘any old way, yiclded
vory poorly or nothing ut all"
